It Is Voted To Ask the House 
To Impeach the Florida 
Official, 


GUILTY OF CHARGES, 
COMMITTEE FINDS 


Report Is Being Prepared and Will 
} Be Submitted to the House This 
Week—Only Three Federal 
Judges have Ever Been 
Im peached. 


JUDGE 


Washington, March 2!1.—The house 
committee on judiciary today voted to 
impeach Charles Swayne, federal judge 
for the district of Florida. The commit- 
tee reached this conclusion at a session 
lasting from 2 until 6 o’clock. The vote 
and the details of the charges which 
wil form the ground of impeachment, 
the committee agreed to withhold until 
the report of the case has been com- 
pleted for presentation to the house 
This report is to be drawn by i 
sentative Palmer, of Pennsylvania, chair- 
man of the subcommittee Which took 
the testimony in the case, Of this sub- 
committee Messrs. Palmer and Clayton 
of Alabama, reported to the ful] com- 
mittee in favor of impeachment, while 
Representative Gillett, of California, re- 
ported against it. 

Report This Week. 

Mr. Paimer’s report will be r 
this week. If the house votes to Se 
Judge Swayne, two of its members will 
be appointed formally to notifw-the sen- 
ate, before which body, sitting in a 
judicial capacity, the case must be tried. 

The case against Judge Swayne would 
be conducted by six managers, who 
would be members of the house elected 
by that body by ballot for the work. 
Judge Swayne, after the case has been 
presented to the senate by these man- 
agers, will be given an opportunity to 
present his side of the case. 

While the committee has voted to give 
out no detatis of the case at present, ft 
is known that the charges on which’ tes: 
timony was taken include those of being 
absent from. his circuit, being a non- 
remdent of his district, tmprisoning a 
lawyer in a contempt proceeding; im- 
prisoning the son of a Htigant, also for 
contempt of court, and refusing to hear 
a certain witness in a case before him, 
alleging that he would not believe the 
witness under oath. 

Lest Impeachment Proceedings. 

The last impeachment proceedings were 
those of Andrew Johnson. Only three fed- 
eral judges have been impeached. These 
were Judge Pickering, of New Hamp- 
shire, Who was impeached for giving up 
the bark Eliza to her owner without 
. taking proper bond after the bark had 
been seized for smuggling, being drunk 
and using profane language on the bench. 

Judge Chase, of Pennsylvania, was im- 
peached for refusing to allow a lawyer 
to address the court or the jury on a 
question of law which he already had 
decided. 

Judge Peck, of Missourl, who was the 
last judge impeached, was charged with 
improperly striking the name of a lawyer 
from a roll of attorneys for contempt. 
James Buchanan was one of the man- 
agers on the part of the house in this 
trial. 

The proceedings against Judge Swayne, 
if carried to the senate, undoubtedly will 
delay for several weeks the adjournment

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DR. HENRY M DONALD 
IS NEAR DEATH’S DOOR 
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Rey. Dr. Henry McDonald, for nearly 
20 years pastor of the Second Baptist 
church of Atlanta, was stricken with 
apoplexy yesterday afternoon at 3:30 
o’clock, and now lies in a most critical 
condition at the home of his son in law, 
M. M. Welch, 318 Washington street. 

Little hope is entertained of his re- 
covery, as he is paralyzed and unable to 
speak, and was said late last night to 
be slowly sinking to the end. 

Drs.. Baird and Armstrong are doing 
all possible for him, but they are unable 
to extend any decided assurances that 
his recoverey is probable. In cases of 
this nature a clot of blood is formed 
on the brain, and the chances of its ab- 
sorption and disappearance are said to 
be slim. 

Two of Dr. McDonald’s daughters are 
with him, Mrs. M. M, Welch, with whom 
he was making his home, and Mrs. M. 
L. Brittain. His three sons are in vari- 
ous sections of che country, and will 
hardly reach his bedside, it is feared, in 
time to again see him in life. 

The attack was totally unexpected, as 
since his return from Kentucky Dr. Mc- 
‘Donald has been in better health than 
for’ some time in the past. Sunday he 
preached two sermons at the Baptist 
| church in Hogansville, of which church 


he was pastor, and yesterday he returned 
to this city and ate a hearty dinner, 
Shortly afterward he laid down for a 
rest, and in a few minutes the family 
discovered that he waa désperately {fll 
Dr. Henry McDonald was born in 
County Antrim, Ireland, about seventy 
years ago, and received his education at 
Dubtin university. From the university 
he came to this country, without having 
returned to his home in Ireland. His 
sudden departure was due to his dislike 
of the oppression of Ireland by the Eng- 
lish. He took ship from Dublin, and after 
a trip of six weeks, landed at New Or- 
leans, from whence he made his way to 
Kentucky, when he was. 16 or I7 years 
old. In that state he read iaw and was 
admitted to the bar; but, being shortly 
converted, and having joined himself to 
the Baptist church, he felt called to 
preach, and entered the ministry. He 
was pastor of a number of Kentucky 
churches. From the church at George- 
town, Ky., he was called to the Second 
Baptist church of Richmond, Va., which 
he held for five years. In 
called to the Second Baptist church in 
this city, and in that charge he remain- 
ed for eighteen years. When advancing 
years caused him to feel too feeble to 
continue in this work, he resigned and 
sought health and lighter occupation by 
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going to Kentucky and serving a smaller 
eharge there. Recently he returned to 
Georgia and accepted the pastorate of 
the church at Hogansville. His last 
Kentucky charge was at Shelbyville, 
where he remained four years. 
Minister for Fifty Years. 

For fifty years, without one day’s in- 
termission, Dr. McDonald has been ac- 
tively engaged in the ministry of the 
Baptist church, and his impress is’ 1éTt 
strongly upon the church which he serv- 


ed so faithfully. 


While living in Kentucky shortly after 
his arrival in this country he married 
Miss Harding, daughter of Congressman 
Harding, a contemporary of Abraham 
Lincoln, and a most: distinguished man. 
Dr. McDonald has six children, as fol- 
lows: Mrs. B. T. Crump, of Richmond, 
Va.: Mrs. M. M. Welch and Mrs. M. L. 
Brittain, of Atlanta; Aaron McDonald, 
whois engaged in the railroad business 
in. Texas; Robert McDonald. who resides 
in Memphis, and Paul McDonald, second 
lieutenant in the United States army, 
and now stationed at San Francisco. 

Dr. McDonald was at one time a pfro- 
fessor.in Georgetown college, Ky. It 
was during his minjstry here that the 
splendid new Second Baptist church was 
erected. For a number of years dur- 
ing his residence here he was pres!i- 
dent of the mission board of the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention, and also of the 
home mission board of the southern Bap- 
tist convention. He was for years 
trustee of*the Southern Baptist Theologi- 
cal seminary, of Louisville, Ky., and in 
many ways has beey a leading figure in 
Baptists affairs iq this section. He has 
recently been engaged in writing a book 
on theology, which he has been requested 
to publish by the publication board of 
the southern Baptist convention, and the 
work was in preparation. 

As soon as the news of his serious 
fliness was reported. a number of repre- 
sentative Baptist ministers and members 
of the Second Bapttst church called at 
the home of Mr. Welch, 318 Washington 
Street, to express thelr sorrow and to 
unite with the family in earnest prayers 
that the life of the distinguished divine 
might be prolonged. <A service was held 
there by Dr. Landrum, Dr. Bell, Dr. 
Jamieson, Dr. Graham and Dr. Gray. 

Few ministers of the gospel were ever 
more generally loved than !s Dr. Me- 
Donald. Possessed of the confidence of 
the people in a rare degree, cultured, 
plous, earnest in his efforts for the bet- 
terment of mankind, his loss will be felt 
and regretted by thousands in and out 
of the church with which he was con- 
nected.

St Petersburg, March 2!.—Feverish ac- 
tivity prevails in naval circles here as it 
is of the very utmost importance to 
strengthen the Russian fleet in the Far 
East within a definfte period and wrest 
from Japan the superiority at sea. For 
this reasof the Russian squadron under 
Admiral Wirenius on his way to the Far 
East receive 1e order to return at 
present it could“only fall into the hands 
of the Japanese and be annihilated. 

Consequently the Wirenius squadron 
will remain in the Mediterranean till 
August when Russia will send an extra- 
ordinarily strong squadron to the Far 
East with the explicit order to annihilate 
or capture the Japanese fleet. This squad- 
ron will consist mainly of the most power- 
ful vessels of the Russian Baltic fleet, 
several transports and eight steamers 
of the volunteer fleet with coal supplies 
for squadron. »* 

It will be stronger than the existing 
Japanese squadron inasmuch as three 
first class battle ships now being built 
will be included. The czar pays weekly 
visits to these vessels in the course of 
construction -at the shipyards here.

NEWSET OF LAWS 


Proof of New Regulations 
Received by Department 
of the Gulf. 


New regulations for the control of the 
@rmy of the United States are being pre- 
pared under the direction of the war de- 
partment and proofs have been sent out 
‘by the war department to the headquar- 
{ters of the department of the gulf and 
Yo all other departmental headquarters 
for suggestions from the officers. It is 
‘the desire of the war department that 
the proposed changes be examined and 
criticised by the officers of the army and 
that they offer additional suggestions 
with a view to securing the best regula- 
tions possible. 

The new regulations will take cogni- 
vance of the present advanced state of 
organization of the army with especial 
relation to the recently established gen- 
eral stuff. This departure on the part of 
the government entailed the necessity of 
modifying the old regulations so as to 
fit the new conditions, and the president 
. directed that the proper officials take the 
matter up and make the changes which 
they considered to the best advantage of 
the service. This has been done, in so 
far as the war department is f#oncerned, 
‘but before the regulations are finally de- 
cided upon and announced to the army 
generally they will be submitted, as 
stated, to department Officials for their 
consideration. 

When the euggestions that may be 
made by those to whom the proofs are 
sent shall have been returned to the 
secretary of war, they will be taken up 
end, together wit the proofs of those 
which the department'of war has already 
prepared, will be considered as a whole

He added that the Fili- 
pinos showed themselves adepts in politi- 
cal methods and in some respects con- 
ducted their elections better than the 
people in the United States.

Washington, March 2!1.—The McCall 
committee today continued consideration 
of the report from the postoffice depart- 
ment concerning members of congress, 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow resum.ng his testimony. First 
Assistant Postmaster General Wynne 
was also present. 

Mr. Burton asked Mr. Bristow if the 
clerk hire allowances were not made 
according to secret regulation in the 
postoffice department. “There {8 a 
schedule, I understand,” replied Mr. 
Bristow, “In the first assistant’s office 
that 1s confidentyal, upon which these 
allowances are based. I would not want 
to say that Mr. Beavers in the admin- 
istration of that office made these al- 
lowayces in accordance to those reguta- 
tions. I think he made them according 
to his own pleasure.” 

Mr. McCall asked if any congressman 
knew what that secret rule was. 

“I don’t know anything about that,” 
was Mr. Bristow’s response. ‘I was in- 
formed by the first assistant Friday that 
it was accessible to members of con- 
gress."’ 

Mr, Bristow did not know whether fn 
actual practice members of congress 
ever had been informed about this secret 
test. 

The rent of the fourth-class offices, it 
was explained by Mr. Bristow, was list- 
ed by law to a maximum of $400 a. year 
and an allowance of $60 for fuel and 
lUght. 

Mr. Richardson, of Alabama, took up 
the case at Johnson City, Tenn. He out- 
lined the increase in population in the 
town, including the establishment of a 
soldiers’ home, and then asked if Mr. 
Bristow did not think the rent mcerease 
from $300 to $400 was justiflable, and 
that Mr. Brownlow was fustified in mak- 
ing the request for the !ncreagse. 

“Does that look = suspicious?’’ 
Mr. Richardson. 

“Tt would all depend on facts—whether 
any one else had a building that they 
wanted to rent to the government,’”’ Mr. 
Bristow rep-jed. 


Bartlett Examines Bristow. 


Mr. Bartlett called Mr. Bristow's at- 
tention to this language in his own re- 
port: “Congressmen frequently ask ex- 
ecutive officers to do things which they 
themselves would refuse to do if the 
responsibility of decision was upon them. 
The traditions of American politics afford 
many instances of this kind.’’ 

“I take it that this was merely a rhet- 
Orical: flourish,’’ commented Mr. Bart- 
lett. 

“T think that members of congress fre- 
quently recommend things or ask things, 
which if the responsibility was on them 
to decide, they would refuse what they 
have recommended. I think I have de- 
clined many things members of congress 
have asked, and that if they had been 
in my position and had taken it up from 
the standpoint of the executive they 
would have made the same decision that 
I did. 
do business witn.’’ 

Mr. Bartlett called Mr. Bristow’'s atten- 
tion to a scheme in the original Bristow 
report as follows: 

“The foregoing cases refer to clerk 
hire in third and fourth-class offices. A 
hundred other similar cases could be 
cited.’’ 

“Does this hundred other cases refer 
to congressmen?” asked Mr. Bartlett. 

“There may have been congressmen in 
that large number of cases I had in 
mind,’’ answered Mr. Bristow. “I did npt 
consider it a question for me to decide 
as to the acts of congressmen.”’ 

Mr. Bristow was asked to submit the 
hundred other cases and said that before 
writing that statement he had been going 
over a large number of cases, 150 or 200, 
and he had simply made a genefal state- 
ment of a hundred. 

“It was the rhetoric of the report,’’ in- 
terjected Mr. Bartlett. 

Mr. McDermott concluded the investiga- 
tion of Mr. Bristow by asking a number 
of questions regarding the official dutles 
of the fourth assistant. He first brought 
out that there are 200 inspectors under 
the jurisdiction- of tthe fourth assistant 
for which $600,000 is appointed. These 
inspectors are under general and not spe- 
cific directions.

Rank Executive Usurpation. 

No milder words than those employ- 
ed in the above head will aptly charac- 
terize the recent ruling of Pension 
Commissioner Ware, made, of course, 
at the instigation of President Roose- 
velt. ° 

In order that our readers may com- 
prehend the full significance of the 
new ruling of the pension bureau, 
we reproduce it, as follows: 


Whereas, Tie act of June 27, 1890, as 
amended, provides that a claimant shall 
be entitled to receive a pension not ex- 
ceeding’ $12 per month and not less than 
$6 per month, proportioned to the degree 
of inability to earn support, and in de- 
termining such inability each and every 
infirmity shall be duly considered, and 
the aggregate of disabilities rated; and, 

Whereas, Old age is an infirmity, the 
average nature and extent of which the 
experience of the pension bureau has 
— with reasonable certainty; 
amd, , 

Whereas, By act of congress in 1887, 
when thirty-nine years had elapsed after 
the Mexican war, all soldiers of said 
war who were over sixty-two years of 
age were placed on the pension roll; and, 

Whereas, Thirty-nine years will have 
elapsed on April 13, 1904, since the civil 
war, and there are many survivors over 
sixty-two years of age; now, therefore, 
be it ordered: 

First. In the adjudication of pension 
claims under said act of June 27, 1890, 
as amended, it shal] be taken and con- 
sidered as an evidential fact, if the con- 
trary does not appear and if all other 
legal requirements are properly met, that 
when a claimant has passed the age of 
sixty-two years he js disabled one-half 
in ability to perform manual labor and is 
entitled to be rated at $6 per month; 
after sixtysAve years at $8 per month; 
after sixty«ight years at $10 per month, 
and after seventy years at $1I2 per 


month. 
Second. Allowances at higher rate, 


not exceeding $12 per month, will con- 
tinue to be made as heré¢tofore, where dis- 
abilitles other than age show a condi- 
tion of inabiligy to perform manual fa- 


bor. 
This action of the executive 


branch of the government, following 
hard upon the announcement that the 
pending service pension bill was 
hung up in congress because the par- 
tisan majority therein feared to stand 
for so flagrant a raid upon the na- 
tional treasury, is easily explainable. 

Candidate Roosevelt, seeing that 
many republican members of congress 
were afraid of the results of the Dill 
as might affect their individual polit- 
ical fences, did not hesitate, in the 
exigency of his political fortunes, to 
arrogate to himself the functions of 
legislation under the flimsy pretext 
of construing the pension ruling of a 
former administration. The process, 
in so far as the pension bureau has 
deigned to explain it, would seem to 
be a good deal after the famous “de- 
duction” method by which Dreyfus 
was convicted. The ruling now in 
force, the legality of which has never 
been tested for the reason that it af- 
fects so few pensioners, regards a 
veteran who has reached the age of 
75 as wholly incapacitated and al- 
lows him a pension of $12 per month. 
Commesioner Ware now holds that 
when a veteran reaches the age of 
62 he is “half incapacitated,” and, 
therefore, entitled to a half pension of 
$6 per month, ah 

The new order, if not overruled, 
will entail an additional pension drain 
of some 825,000,000 per annum upon 
the American tax-payers, Its appli- 
cation is to all veterans of the union 
agmy, whether on the pension roils at 
present or not, the sole requirement 
being that the veteran has.reached the 
age of 62 years, As a matter of fact, 
the number of the beneficiaries is 
problemat{cal, so wholesale is the na- 
ture of the bounty, There are those 
who declare that the raid the first 
year would fall litfle short of $50,- 
000,000. 

Representative Sulloway, chairman 
of the house committee on pensions 
and author of the pending service 
pension bill in congress, confesses that 
President Roosevelt’s executive “en- 
actment” has substantially put his 
proposed law into effect without the 
formality of congressional action. To 
the correspondent of The New York 
Herald, he said: 


The exécutive branch of the govern- 
ment, in my opinion, had a perfect right 
to issue this order under the law of 1890, 
and so far as I know it meets with the 
approval of congress generally. It carries 
out precisely the intentions of a bill in- 
troduced by me and now pending. Fur- 
ther legislation, however, does not seem 
to be necessary. 


It is needless to say the pension at- 
torneys at Washington are in high 
feather (and that Candidate Roose- 
velt has accomplished his transpar- 
ent object of solidifying himself with 
the pension grabbers for his political 
aggrandizement. It remains to be 
seen whether he will lose more than 
he will gain by such an unpardonable 
piece of sharp practice on the eve of 
the presidential election. The pen- 
sion system of the government has 
ever been tinctured with more or less 
scandal and the average citizen of 
northern residence is by no means as 
zealous as the pension attorneys and 
their clients to load upon his back 
additional pecuniary obligations of cit- 
izenship. He is honest enough to 
prefer honesty in pension administra- 
tion and is not duped by specious dem- 
agogic appeals to his “patriotism.” 

As for the people of the southern 
states, they can stand their pro rata 
assessment if their brethren of the 
north elect to stand for such public 
spoliation. We do not believe, how- 
ever, that the solid, conservative, 
thoughtful suffragists of the north 
will indorse any such revolutionary 
and recklessly extravagant policy at 
the polis this fall. 

President Roosevelt’s usurpafion of 
the legislative function of our constitu- 
tional government is characteristic of 
his temperament, ambitions and brief 
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official record. This act has startling- 
ly confirmed the fear of many of his 
fellow-citizens that he ig a danger- 
ous man to intrust with the highest 
office within the gift of popular suf- 
frage.

‘We refer to the proposition to es- 
tablish an advanced system of deal- 
ing with juvenile offenders against 
the law—a system to be based upon 
the idea that there ought to be a dis- 
tinction between a youthful law- 
breaker and one who has been hard- 
ened by years of bad conduct and 
criminal contact. 

By a vote of 10 to 9 yesterday, coun- 
cil committed itself to the proba- 
tion, or juvenile, court system of deal: 
ing with juvenile offenders. Notice of 
reconsideration was given, so that 
final action can not be taken until 
the next meeting of council. 

It is to be hoped that the proposi- 
ion to reconsider will be voted down, 
and it is the duty pf the progressive 
and enlightened senffment of the com- 
munity to insist that council take no 
backward step in the good work to 
which it committed itself -by yester- 
day’s action. 

The question of juvenile reform 
constitutes one of the most pressing 
and interesting problems with which 
serious-minded and thoughtful men are 
called on to deal. It is so important 
that it will not be put aside, and 
while it may be postponed, it will 
present itself in such shape that it 
cam not be ignored; and it will con- 
tinue to press on the public con- 
science until some adequate solution 
be found. Even in communities that 
are larger and older: than Atlanta, 
the problem is a pressing one, in spite 
of &khe numerous experiments that 
have been made to solve it, for, in 
the very nature of the case, it ig sur- 
‘rounded by difficulties that are both 
complex and manifold. But such is 
the importance of the problem that 
failure, partial or complete, in one di- 
rection, merely stimulates those who 
are sincerely interested in their kind 
to greater efforts in behalf of those 
stray souls that have been early led 
into temptation, 

We are wel] aware that in every 
community—especially in those com- 
munities that find themselves con- 
fronted by the problem that the ju- 
venile criminal presents—there are 
men who pride themselves on the fact 
that they are thoroughly “practical,” 
and who have a way of suspecting the 
motives of those who are engaged in 
the work of moral reform, Indeed, 
theiy suspicions are aroused the mo- 
ment they hear the word “reform,” 
and they view coldly, or with disdain, 
every effort of the reformers to bet- 
ter the community by bettering their 
kind, 

But there {s nothing more practical 
than this work of benefiting and 
improving morally those who through 
the force of circumstances, or as the 
result of their associations, come un- 
der the head of juvenile criminals. 
No large community is free from them, 
and no community that calls itself 
Christian can afford to shut its eyes to 
the fact, or think to evade the de- 
mands madeeon its highest intelli- 
gence, its gentlest benevolence and its 
spirit of sincere philanthropy. Only 
at its peril can any community ignore 
its juvenile offenders by turning them 
over to the laws that were intended to 
apply to hardened criminals. 

In the progress of events and the 
course of civilization, we have forgot- 
ten, or we ignore, many things we 
should remember. The very name of 
the institution to which our criminal 
classes are sentenced has - lost its 
meaning. We borrow the name from 
the place where the early Christians 
did penance. Those who had sinned 
were isolated, and the punishment was 
made to fit the sin. The place of their 
isolation was called a penitentiary; it 
was a place for penitents. We have 
retained only the name, and its very 
meaning has been lost so far ag the 
comprehension of the great majority 
is concerned. We have now the chain. 
gang, with all its horrible associations, 
and there seems to be no place what- 
ever for criminals who may become 
penitent and desire to reform and be- 
come good citizens. 

All of us have grown s0 used to thig 
unhappy situation that it is hardly 
necessary to refer to it, and we only 
do so by way of fllustrating the ex- 
treme necessity that exists for deal- 
ing leniently with juvenile offenders. 
They should be given a chance; their 
age and surroundings should be taken 
into consideration. 

If by means of such a court as it is 
proposed to establish only afew can be 
brought to see the necessity for re- 
form, that will be reason enough for 
such an institution. Society has no 
more right to turn its back on a ju- 
venile offender than the father of a 
wayward boy. The highest form of 
justice, short of that which prevails in 
the courts of heaven, is that which is 
permeated with patience and large 
| mercy.

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DEMOCRATIC LEADERS 
BACK THE CONSTITUTION 
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Editorial Favoring Ultimate Independence for the 
| Philippines Finds Favor with Congressmen--Wil- 
liams, Culberson, Bacon and Carmack Talk. 


Washington, March 21.—(Special.)—‘‘The 
Constitution is right in its--contention 
that the time has come when this gOvV- 
ernment should give its formal promise 
of ultimate independence to the Filipinos. 
It should have been given before, but in- 
asmuch as it has not, there should cer- 
tainly be no further delay,” said Hon. 
John Sharp Williams, democratic mi- 
nority leader of the house, in discussing 
The Constitution's Philippines editorial 
today. 

“It would seem,’ continued the bril- 
liant Mississippian, “that the conditions 
are favorable for an agitation on this 
line at this time when a good many in- 
dividual republicans are saying in both 
public and private utterances that such 
will be the policy of the government gat 
some future time. So far as I have ob- 
Served them, those statements are of a 
more or less nebulous character looking 
to some future promise. The really im- 
portant thing, as I see it, ig an immediate 
promise of a positive and definite char- 
acter with some time fixed, it makes no 
difference whether this is five or ten, 
fifteen or twenty or twenty-five years in 
the future, but there should be a time 
fixed in order to give real stability to 
the promise. 


The Democratic Attitude. 

“And in this connection it might = be 
well to call attention to the fact that 
the movement begun by eminent edu- 
cators and other gentlemen which you 
note should be aimed toward bringing 
Pressure to bear upon the republicans for 
the democratic attitude upon this ques- 
tion has at no time been uncertain. You 
will recall that in 1902 the demotrats 
of the house and senate agreed upon a 
bill embodying this princtpal which they 
presented as an amendment in the nature 
of a substitute for the Philippines gov- 
ernment bill then pending. That was 
the first instance, so far as I know, 
when the minority of both houses met 
In joint conferences. Several bills had 
been {introduced by democrats in both 
houses. That conference agreed upon a 
single bill, which was then introduced 
simultaneously by Senator Culberson and 
Mr. Jones, of Virginia, the ranking dem- 
ocrats on the two Philippines committees, 
and was supported hy the democrats of 
congress unanimously. This fixed the 
democratic attitude, and it has never 
Changed. As a party, we favor ultimate 
independence, and as a party we believed 
then and believe now that the definite 
promise should be given. Hence it is I 
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Bay that the missionary work must be 
done with the republicans.” 

Other prominent democrats of the sen- 
ate and the house expressed the same 
view in discussing the question today. 
Senator Carmack, of Tennessee, said: 

“Not only was that our attitude in 
1902, but it was our attitude in 1899, 
when we supported the Bacon amend- 
ment in the senate. That amendment 
to the treaty drawn by the Georgia sen- 
ator provided for exactly such a declara- 
tion and promise of ultimate independence 
as we had given Cuba, exactly Such a 
promise as it is now proposed to give 
to the people of the Philippines as I rec- 
Ollect it, that came within one vote of 
adoption.” 

Senator Newlands, of Nevada, said: 

“The ConStitution reflects the sentiments 
of the majority of the people of the Unit- 
ed States, 1 am sure, in declaring that 
the time has come when definite assur- 
ances should be given the people of the 
Philippines. This is not only a matter of 
justice to them, but it is demanded by 
every consideration of wisdom from the 
standpoint of the United States.” 

Culberson and Bacon. 

Senator Culberson, of Texas, said: 

“There has never been any question 
where the democrats as a party stand 
upon the proposition of ultimate inde- 
pendence for the Philippines. They have, 
he said, been urging such a declaration 
from the first, not that they contended 
for any condition of chaos, but that they 
had for immediate declaration of policy 
to become effective at some definite date 
in the future,’’ 

Senator Bacon said: 

“The attitude of the democratic party 
has from the first been opposed to colon- 
ialism and in favor of ultimate independ- 
ence of the Philippines. ] have strong 
hopes that the republicans will, in Tre- 
sponse to public sentiment, join in such 
a movement. The stupendous folly of the 
suggestion of the United States perma- 
rently retaining the islands is, I feel 
sure, impressing itself upon the American 
people, who are beginning to underséand 
the frightfully heavy expense such re- 
tention incurs and who are awakening 
gradually but certainly to a fuller re- 
alization of the other dangers involved.’’ 

Other leading democrats of the senate 
and the house talked in the same strain. 
While a good many republicans as indi- 
viduals have expressed similar views, it 
is evident that the movement begun by 
Chancellor Hil] and other educators, must, 
to be successful, be aimed particularly 
at the republican party. The time ts ripe 
for the agitation. 
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Florida district, was in Atlanta yester- 
day, and while here called on his friend, 
State Treasurer R, BH.

“The reason that practically no Oppo- 
geition.to this movement has yet appear- 
ed,"’ Mr. Lamar eaid, “is due to the fact 
that this is a poiltical year in Florida 
in which we elect everything from gov- 
ernor and United States senator down to 
constable. While many of our pubilo 
men are by no meang favorable to 
Fiearst’s candidacy, they have their own 
fences to look after, and with opposition 
everywhere, they cannot well afford to 
stir up any more by antagonizing the 
Hearst movement, a course that would no 
doubt prove detrimental, if not danger- 
ous, to their own interests. The conse- 
quence {ig Hittle attention is being given 
to national matters outside of the Hearst 
movement, and it does not seem likely 
that anything much will be done at 
present.’”’ 

Florida’s democratic primary will be 
held May 10, when every officer in the 
state, from governor down to constable, 
will be nominated, and delegates to the 
national] convention will be elected. A 
majority is required in the primary to 
nominate, and on June 7 the second pri- 
mary will be held to nominate candidates 
in all cases where majorities are not 
given in the first.

WIN THEIR FCAT 


Committee Even Proposes To 
Pay Them More 


Police Board Referred the Question 


, to a Special Committee Which 
(Heard Evidence and De- 
cided in Favor of the 
Men on Wheels. 


The bicycle policeman has beef pro- 
2ounced a success and instead of the 
board of commissioners abolishing the 
wheels, they may raise the pay of the 
men who ride them. 

The board met yesterday afternoon and 
reported the whole matter to a commit- 
tee, composed of the chief, the three 
captains and Commissioner Nunnally. 
That cOmmittee voted last night after 
hearing the evidence to recommend that 
Bll the bicycle men be kept on duty, and 
a motion was made to pay them higher 
wages. Only Captain Moon voted against 
the recommendation. 


Session of the Board. 

‘When the board was called to order 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock and 
Chairman Day explained the object of the 
meeting, fully three or four minutes 
passed before anybody “talked out in 
meeting.’ ‘The silence was getting to 
be painful when Commissioner English 
asked the chairman if he had called the 
board together to consider any recom- 
mendation from anybody. 

“J thought this whole qatter had been 
left in the hands of our chief and I be- 
lieve in letting him run this force, for 
we hold him responsible,” remarked Cap- 
tain English. 

Mayor Howell remarked that he knew 
very little about tthe workings of the 
bicycle force, but a great many citizens 
had told him the men on wheels gave a 
fine service, especially in the suburbs. 

Wanted Chief to Run It. 

There was more silence and Commis- 
sioner English said: 

In ‘order to get some business before 
* the board I move that the police force 
remain as it now is and that the bicycie 
men be decreased or increased by the 
chief as he sees fit for the protection of 
this community.” 

Commissioner Fox offered as a substi- 
tute a resolution instructing the chief 
to do away: with bicycles entirely except 
on the call, and that only ten wheelmen 
be detailed for call service. 

Commissioner Brotherton seconded Dr. 
Fox's resolution. 

Commissioner Johnson moved as a sub-

instructed to detail twenty men on wheels 
instead of thirty-five. 

Captain English make a talk. He said 
that bicycles had never been any pet 
scheme of his. 

‘TI was at first opposed to wheels on 
the force,” he said, ‘“‘but I have since 
been convinced that they give good ser- 
vice and I think it would ~.be a most 
serious mistake to do away with them.” 

Captain English asked Chief Ball sev- 
eral questions and the chief in his re- 
piieg said that one man on a Dicycle 
was equal to at least three men on foot. 
He was unqualifiedly opposed to any re- 
duction of the bicycle squad. 

‘‘Then I am with the chief,’”’ said Cap- 
tain English. ‘‘He knows more about 
this business than any commissioner, To 
tie his hands and dictate to him how 
he shall place his men and then hold 
him responsible for the good order in 
thig city is wrong.”’

He said that wheels 
were good in some Iocalities and not 89 
good in others. He had had no trouble 
himself with the bicycle squad and be- 
lieved if a man wanted to play off on a 
wheel and kfl!l time he would do the same 
thing if he was on foot. 


Good Plan Suggested. 
Commissioner Johnson said he believed 
Captain Thompson had a plan which 


would solve the whole matter. He said 


the captain suggested that in the out- 
skirts of the city where wheels could 
not be used at night, men on horses 
could patrol the beats, wheelmen could 
be used nearer in where the streets aro 
paved, and footmen could be kept on 
the center beats. 

‘T think that is a good plan,’”? remarked 
Mr. Johnson. 

“Tt strikes me very favorably,” 
Captain English. 

Captain Brotherton moved to refer the 
matter to a committee of four members 
of the board to take evidence and report 
back to the board. 

Mayor Howell moved that the matter 
be referred to the chief and three cap- 
tains. 

Captain English amended that motion 
by adding Commissioner Nunnally to the 
committee of officers to represent the 
board. Mayor Howell accepted the 
amendment. 

The vote was as follows: 

To refer to the officers—Howell, Eng- 
lish, Day and Nunnally—4. 

Against the reference—Brotherton, 
Johnson and Fox—3. . 

As soon as the board adjourned, Com- 
missioner Nunnally issued a call for the 
committee of officers to meet at 8 o'clock. 

It has been stated that at the recent 
election bicycle sergeants were defeated 
and the new sergeants were placed on 
horses. This does not apply to Sergeant 
Connally. He rides a horse, but is an 
expert bicycle rider, and has been will- 
ing to ride either a horse or a wheel. 
He was placed on a horse because the 
other sergeants were mounted. 


Evidence All One-Sifed. 

When the committee met last night 
Captain Thompson, Captain Jennings, 
Bergeant Beavers, Bicycle Officers 
Chandler, Mayo and Maddox testified that 
bicycle men did the duty of five or six 
men on foot. Captain Moon and Ser- 
geant Turner did not concur in this opin- 
ion. Sergeant Brenning thought that both 
bicycle and footmen could be useful in 
certain territory now patrolled by bi- 
cycle men. Sergeant Beavers stated that 
bicycle men could patrol any beat in the 
city and could do more work than patrol- 
men. 

Chief Joyner, of the fire department, 
testified that bicycle men gave the fire- 
men valuable service and far more s0 
than foot men, as they could pull boxes 
quicker and get to fires sometimes 
sooner than the fire companies. 

It was stated by several witnesses that 
bicycle men were a terror to evil-doers at 
night. 

The evidence was so9 one-sided that 
Chairman Nunnally etated that he had 
heard enough and the members of the 
committee were of the same opinion. A

SCIENCE HALL 
TO BE REBUILT 


University Trustees Provide 
for an Encampment for 
the Cadets. 


At a meeting of the board of trustees 
of the state university held yesterday 
at noon in the state library, plans for 
the rebuilding of Science Hall, which was 
burned last November, were discussed, 
and the committee to which the matter 
had been referred, was authorized to 
accept the bid it considered the most ad- 
vantageous ‘and to have the hall rebuilt 
as early ag possible. 

Science Hall was located between the 
Phi Kappa hall, and the Morris resi- 
dence, and contained practically all of 
the scientific departments of the univer- 
sity the apparatus belonging to which 
was destroyed in the fire. The building 
was insured for $23,000, or just half the 
value including the contents. The state 
law permits insurance to only half the 
Value of a public building. 

When the trustees took up the matter 
of rebuilding Science Hall they had only 
$20,000 to appropriate to the purpose. 
The lowest bid for the construction of 
the building in acordance with the plans 
which were drawn by Professor C. M. 
Strahan of the university faculty, was 
$26,995. This being nearly $7,000 more 
than the trustees had. authorized for the 
purpose, the committee asked tnat a 
meeting be held that they might be given 
directions. The trustees directed the 
committee to accept either one of two 
bids which were made, which would be 
the most advantageous, and the legisla- 
ture will be looked to for the difference. 

The only other matter acted on by 
the trustees related to an encampment for 
the university corps cadets, consisting of 
three companies with a total] of about 
150 men and officers. The trustees au- 
thorized the faculty to permit the cadets 
to go into encampment for a week at 
Gainesville some time between the present 
date and commencement. The people of 
Gainesville will furnish the camp ground 
and other facilities, and the tents will 
be furnished by the state. The expenses 
of the encampment will be paid by the 
members of the cadet corps themselves.

The County Must Pay the Transpor- 
tation—County Authorities to 
Confer With the Prison 
Commission at the Cap- 
itol on Thursday. 


Secretary Goodloe Yancey has prepared 
a list showing from which of the pres- 
ent convict camps each of the counties 
which will use short term felony con- 
victs on their public roads will get their 
men. 

He has endeavored in the preparation 
of this list to make the distribution en- 
tirely equable as to transportation, for 
this expense must be borne by the coun- 
ty securing the convicts, under a recent 
opinion of Attorney General Jobn C. 
Hart, who was interrogated on the 
subject by the prison commission when 
the point was raised by some of the 
county authorities. 

This list has been prepared in ad- 
vance of the conference between the 
prison commission and the representa- 
tives of those counties which wiil take 
convicts, which will take place in the 
commission’s office in the capitol on 
Thursday, of this week, in order that they 
might have it for consideration and dis- 
cussion at that time. 

Practically all the convicts for north 
Georgia counties will come from the 
camps in the northern part of the 
state. Fulton county, which gets 106 
convicts, the largest number of any, will 
get thirty-seven men from the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company, fifty-two from 
Cole City, in Dade county, and seventeen 
from Rising Fawn, also in Dado, and 
will pay the transportation from these 
points. 

The south Georgia counties will get 
their men from the south Georgia camps.

INCREASE MADE 
IN WATER RATE 


Manufacturers Must Pay 
More After Using 50,000 
Feet, 


Water rates to manufacturers have 
been increased by the board of water 
commissioners. A schedule of the new 
rates is now in the hands of the printer 
and will be distributed in a few days. 
‘Instead of charging so much for every 
thousand feet as has been the custom 
in the past the water board will in fu- 
ture have a sliding scale of prices, divid- 
ing the water into blocks of 10,000 cubic 
feet, and charging separately for each 
block. If 60,000 cubic feet of water is 
used there is practically no change in the 
rate, but if more water than that is 
consumed there is a slight increase. 

The new rates are not now in effect and 
will not obtain until after the next water 
bills have been paid. 

Following is the schedule: 

The minimum monthly rate to any con- 
sumer is 80 cents for 800 cubic feet or 
less, if inside the city limits, and if out- 
side the city limits they shall pay double 
this amount; 800 cubic feet is equal to 
6,000 gallons. A discount of 25 per cent 
will be allowed on bills paid by the l0th 
of*the month. Consumers who take ad- 
vantage of the discount will then pay 
10 cents, net, per 1,000 gallons, if inside 
city limits, and 20 cents if outside. 

Manufacturers’ Rates. 

Manufacturers will be charged the 
regular domestic rate of $i per 1,000 
cubic feet for water up to and including 
10,000 cubic feet. Water in excess of 
this amount will be fumnished in the fol- 
lowing quantities for prices named be- 
low; 100 cubic feet equals 750 gallons 
of water:

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SUIT. 


Not Subject to Deportment, Says the 
Supreme Court. 

Weshingeton, March 2!.—In an opin- 
lon by Justice Day, the supreme court 
of the United States today reversed the 
decision of the district court for the east- 
ern district of New York in the case of 
three Chinamen (all laundrymen), who 
are held in Brooklyn for deportation 
under the Chinese exclusion laws. 
The Chinamen have been in the Unit- 
ed States from ten to thirty years. 
They were apprehended on warrants 
charging them with failure to produce 
certificates in accordance with the ex- 
clusion law of 1892, as amended tn 1!893. 
They made defense that they were mer- 
chants and while the government asked 
to have the effect of the amendment 
of 1893 construed, the court declined to 
do 80, saying that owing to the condi- 
tion of the record in the case the apourt 
had consulted the testimony. All the 
witnesses had stated that the men were 
engaged in mercantile pursuits and that, 
lta were not subject to deporta- 
tion. 

The court issued an order to the lower 
court directing the discharge of the men.

SUIT AGAINST HENDERSON 


Filed by Railway Company for Re- 
covery of Money. 


Macon, Ga., March 2!1.—(Special.)—The 
Macon and Birmingham railway, L. E. 


} Garrard, of Columbus, general counsel, 


assisted by Hardeman & Jones, attorneys 

of this city, has filed suit against E. R. 
Henderson, ex-auditor of the railway 
company, for the recovery of $50,000. 

The papers, voluminous and intricate, 
were filed by the attorneys with Colonel 
Nisbet, clerk of the Bibb superior court, 
and service was at once ordered. Among 
the papers is an itemized statement of 
shortages alleged to have been commit- 
ted by Henderson during his occupangy 
of the postition from which he was dis- 
charged at the same time about, true 
bills were found against him and ex- 
Manager Lane. In rec;ting the basis for 
the suit, the attorneys recount a com- 
plete history of Henderson’s connection 
with the company, which began soma 
eight years ago. 

It is asserted that almost immediately 
after Henderson became auditor of the 
road he began embezzling the funds of 
the company, continuing that alleged em- 
bezzlement up to a few months ago, 
when an examinat/on of the books by an 
expert disciesed the fact that there was 
a shortage of some fifty thousand do.- 
lars. 

This shortage, the attorneys in the pe- 
tition filed assert, was the work of the 
ex-auditor. The legal papers declare 
these peculations vary from one hundred 
to five hundred dollars. The total amount 
of deficiency is shown in the papers. The 
filing of the suit against Yienderson cre- 
ated quite a sensation here this after- 
noon. It is ascertained, in certain quar- 
ters, that the suit was filed to stop any 
suit for damages the ex-auditor may 
have contemplated against the railway 
company. It is now openly asserted here 
that on Monday last, the day fixed for 
the investigation of the criminal charges 
against the ex-auditor and ex-manager, 
Expert Martell, wpon whose testimony 
the railway company is largely depend- 
ent was in the city. When the trials 
were carried over it was generally un- 
derstood that the continuance was taken 
on account of .the absence of Martell, 
the Boston expert, who examined the 
books.

4ren’s court in Atlanta and for probation 
for offenders under the age of |I8 years, 
was adopted by council yesterday by a 
vote of 10 @o0 9. 

Notice of a motion to reconsider dur- 
ing the net regular session was given by 
Councilmen Amorous and Carter. 

The new system is that one which has 
been in vogue in other cities of the coun- 
try for years. It provides that children 
Bhall not be gent to the stockade or the 
reformatory, but shall be returned to 
their parents for correction at home, un- 
fi] such time as the recorder is con- 
vineced that no good would result from 
giving the children another chance. 

One of the councilmen asked Citv At- 
torney Mayson if the provisions of the 
ordinance could not be carried out by the 
recorder withont action by council. 

‘Yes,’ said the city attomey, “but 
this measure directs his attention to that 
fact.’ 

The vyote was finally taken on the 
motion to adopt the mensure after a 
lenethy discussion. It resulted as fol- 
lows: 

Avyes—Aldermen Girardeau, Harwell, 
Bims, CounciiImen Tivnds, Goodwin, Tur- 
ner, Bruce. Breitenbucher and Bowen-—9.

juvenile court ordinance, although this 
legislation is held up by a motion to 
reconsider. The establishment of the 
juvenile court, while it may not benefit 
these particular youngsters, will give 
them the satisfaction of knowing that 
other youths will not be forced to under- 
go the same onrieal. 

Separated from hardened = criminals 
only by prison ‘bars and in an en- 
vironment that can but result in 
blunting their mora] natures, these eight 
bright white boys are confined in the 
Tower awaiting trial and transportation 
to the reformatory or to the chaingang, 
as the case may be. 

There is no greater argument in favor 
of the proposed juvenile court than a 
Sight of these youngsters. Even with the 
care that is exerted by the jail officials 
to prevent them from coming in contact 
with thardened criminals their confine- 
ment can result in no future good to 
them. It is true that they ars separated 
from older and more hardened criminals; 
it is also true that they are separated 
from the blue sky and the green field 
that are a part ef youth by Divine right: 
separated from playfellows whose good 
example might work a reformation and 
deprived of the teachings and advice of 
elders who seek to guide their wavering 
footsteps in the right path. 

A juvenile court under the probation 
System would have kept these boys out 
cf a criminal cell. They would not have 
been faced with the humiliation of a 
public triai in an open court and Placed 
On an equal footing with thieves and 
thugs who go to dally trial In the same 
court. They would have been saved the 
Wegrading experience of confinement in 
the police barracks and trial in police 
court, where no provision is made to 
separate juveniles from professional 
criminals. 


On a Criminal Basis.

One hesitates to think what would be- 
come of these lads if there was not such 
an institution as a reformatoryv: and 
looks forward to the day when the pro- 
bation system, with its gentle firmness 
will take charge of these youthful of- 
fenders and do in the way of reforma- 
tion what the grim justice of the code 
books cannot hope to accomplish by 
punishment. 

The oldest of these boys now confined 
in the Tower is not more than 1I4 years 
of age. They are charged with various 
crimes. Some have been tried and others 
are awaiting to have’ sentence passed 
upon them. 

These little fellows stood in a line in 
the fifth floor of the Tower yesterday 
and had their photographs taken for The 
Conetitution. As they stood there, wholly 
unconscious of the moral turpitude in- 
volved in their {mprisonment, those who 
viewed them could not help exclaiming: 

“Give these boys a chance!” 

Some of them wore pleasant and smil- 
ing fices. There wag nothing about any 
of them to suggest crime. If they had 
erred thus early in their lives, it must 
have been from circumstances or envi- 
ronment. “‘Give me a chanee,”’”’ was not 
spoken by them, but nevertheless their 
youthful faces expressed the petition for 
them. 


Each Had His Story. 


Each little fellow had a story to tell. 

There was Victor Nutall, aged 14, who 
was charged with ‘‘beatigg a dago out of 
a dinner.”’

“Oh, I did not intend to steal 
the bike,” he says. ‘“‘I only meant to 
take a free ride.” He lives at No, 7 
Proctor street. He has a pleasant face, 
and talks as if he might have made a 
most intelligent lad if he had only had @ 
chance. 

He Ran Away from Home. 

Ear] Babb, who ran away from his 
home in Rome, this state, was arrested 
on the charge of stealing a ride on a' 
freight train. He wae taken in custody 
by the police on the charge of being an 
idler and a loiterer. The recorder thought 
he needed a chance and bound him over 
so he might be sent to the reformatory. 

“They didn’t have very much against 
me,” remarked George Campbell, aged 
14. “They sac:d I stole something from 
a man’s house. I have been tried and 
found guilty, and they say they will 
give me a chance by sending me to the 
reformatory.”’ 

A boy with the plain name of John 
Smith was one of the eight. It is charged 
that he was given a dollar by a citizen 
to get changed, and that he kept the 
dollar.

Charged with Felony. 

Perry Loftin and Wade O'Callahan, 
aged 13 and 1I4, respectively, are charged 
with breaking into a raitroad car, which 
is a felony. They both deny their guilt. 
Loftin lives on Ellis street, and O’Calla- 
han on Howell street. They were ar- 
rested -by the police, who say there is 
strong evidence against both the lads.

FOLLOWED BY A REACTION. 


It Was Brought About Mainly by 


Heavy Pressure to Sell United 
States Steel Preferred. 
Money Market Condi- 
tions Are Unchanged. 


New York, March 2!1.—The movement 
of today’s’ stock market was in large part 
a working out of conditions established 
last week rather than a response to any 
new events bearing on values. The ac- 
tion of the market today was looked to 
as a sort of test of the character of last 
week's strength. The buoyant’ stock 
market of Saturday seemed to have re- 
solved the doubts of many sceptical obe 
servers, and there was sufficient demane 
to cause a higher opening this morning 
and to sustain prices firmly, though 
without further advance during the active 
market of the first hour. Thereafter the 
market languished and attempts to re- 
new the advance met with indifferent 
success. There had been large realizing 
besides a considerable interest established 
on the short side. The preponderance 
of the professional desire was, therefore, 
for a reaction, and there was not suf- 
ficient buying power forthcoming to pre- 
vent it. The heavy pressure to sell United 
States Steel preferred was of especial 
influence in bringing about the reaction, 
and was not accounted for by any news 
of a change in last week's better out- 
look in the trade. Rumors of a cut In 
prices of steel billets were denied. Fur- 
ther rains in the winter wheat belt helped 
to ,,sustain the grangers in the early 
market, but did not save them from the 
late reaction. There were sufficient de- 
mand for Northern Securities on the curb 
to lift it nearly 3 points over Saturday, 
which is taken to Indicate a feeling of 
assurance against losses by stockholders 
in the diesolution of-the company. The 
recovery in the cottog market was a safe- 


‘guard against further damage by specu- 


lative losses there, 

These would have been regarded as 
items of good news on Saturday, but 
they were taken advantage of to sell to- 
day. The announcement of a $10,000.000 
stock issue bv the Cleveland and Pitts- 
burg on the Pennsvivania guarantee of 
dividends was a notice that the capital 
expansion of the Pennsylvania svstem is 
still in progress and was of rather chill- 
ing effect. but not especially so upon 
Pennsylvania itself. Conditions ia the 
monev market were unchanged and were 
without effect on. stocks.
